Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. MacCord asked for clarity regarding how the Gatzi reference 
was applied in the Office Action dated September 16, 2003. The examiner informed Mr. MacCord that the reference 
was supplied for its teaching regarding the production of L-arabitol from L-arabinose. The examiner further gave Mr. 
MacCord an overview of how the claims were interpreted, specifaclly claim 1 . The examiner stated that claim 1 was 
viewed as a one-step method wherein the single active positive step involves the acidic hydrolysis of a vegetable fiber 
at a temperature range of 80-150 C using a 0.01 N to 0.5 N acid. The examiner then directed Mr. MacCord's attention 
to Schiweck (columns 1-2) wherein Schiweck teaches the acidic hydrolysis of an araban containing plant material at a 
temperature of 92-97 C using 0.1N to 0.4 N sulfuric acid. Mr MacCord then asked the examiner's stance on the source 
of the L-arabinose containing plant material. The examiner informed Mr. MacCord that in view of the teachings of the 
prior art as a whole one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would be well aware of which plant 
materials contained L-arabinose suitable for extraction. 
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
